The original plan for 
Kineaide Park included the 
installation of a new grass 
playing surface for the soc- 
cer field: Murphy said the 
city opted to go with the 
artificial surface instead, 
following. discussions with 
Mayor Thomas Koch and 
Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci. The city currently 
has two facilities with turf 
fields, Veterans’ Memorial 
Stadium and Creedon Field, 
and adding a third is ex- 
pected to pressure off other 
facilities. 

“If we're spending that 
much time on soil mixtures 
and drainage and everything 
else up there, some of that 
cost can be deferred into an. 


artificial surface that we’re 


not putting fertilizers on, 
we're not spending hours 
cutting and lining, et ce- 
tera,” Murphy said. 

“T’ve seen what Creedon 
has done to the park inven- 
tory, especially when the 
stadium was off use. Having 
a few of those assets takes a 
tremendous amount of wear 
and tear off the rest of the 
park system. It allows more 
use. Our lacrosse groups and 
our soccer groups are using 
the stadium and Creedon on 
a daily basis.” 

In May 2017, the City 
Council. approved Koch’s 


request: for $27 million to 


finance park projects’ city 
wide. The bond, which in- 
cluded funds for the Han- 
cock-Adams Common ° in 
Quincy Center, also set aside 
$1 million for Kincaide 
Park. The council approved 
Koch’s request to borrow up 
to $5.3 million for the Kin- 
caide Park project in De- 
cember 2018, and the state 
awarded a $400,000 grant 
for the work the following 


month. Murphy said the bid 
for the project came in low- 
er than expected, giving the 
city flexibility to go with the 
turf field. 

“We do have the budget 


flexibility based on the bid. 
coming in lower than ex- 


pected and the amount of 
sub-drainage work that was 
already factored into the 
original budget,” he stated. 
The $27 million bond 
also included $2.4 million 


for the design and permit- 


ting of improvements to 


Merrymount Park, which is’ 


the city’s largest park at 80 
es aa 

Murphy said Koch wants 
to tie together the various fa- 
cilities within Merrymount 
Park, including Adams 
Field, Veterans’ Memorial 
Stadium and Pageant Field. 

“One of the unique piec- 
es about Merrymount Park 
is if -you’re from Quincy, 
you know it’s all part of 
Merrymount Park. If you 
were to come from another 
town, you'd see Adams 
Field, you’d see Pageant, 
you’d see the stadium — you 
wouldn’t know that -you 
were in kind of the signature 
park in the city,” Murphy 
said. 

“There are no real ele- 
ments that tie the pieces 
together that say, ‘welcome 
to Merrymount Park.’ There 
is'no signage that ties ‘it all 
together. It’s really kind of 
fractured. One-of the ‘goals 


-he wants to do is put it all to- 


gether, so people appreciate 


how great-an asset the entire 


park is, so he’s very inter- 
ested in that piece of it.” 
The plan for Merty- 
mount Park includes a se- 
ries of bridges that would 
link different spaces within 
the park. Connections could 
also be made between the 


park and the state-owned 
Wollaston Beach Reserva- 
tion. Murphy compared the 
proposal to Boston’s Em- 
erald Necklace, a series of 
parks linking Franklin Park 
to. the Boston Public Gar- 
den and Boston Common 
designed by Frederick Law 
Olmsted. 


“The master plan that 
was done a number of years 


ago had a series of bridges in 
the plan, linking say Pine Is- 
land to the Ryan Boathouse. 
Many, many years ago there 
was a bridge that would 
connect the two that would 
provide public access ‘for a 
walk through nature and re- 
ally link the whole park to- 
gether,” Murphy said. 
“Charles Elliott, who 
was hired 110 years by the 
Metropolitan Park System

Bakery Neighbors Concerned Over Noise 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Residents living near an 
Adams Street bakery raised 
concerns about the noise the 
business generates during a 
recent licensing board meét- 
ing. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners on June 25 
held a public hearing to ad- 
dress residents’ concerns 
about Montilio’s Bakery, 
located at 638 Adams St. 
Following the hearing, City 
Clerk Nicole Crispo said she 
and Jay Duca, the director of 
inspectional services, would 
work with the business and 
its neighbors to try and find 
a solution to the matter. 

The neighbors identified 
three concerns in particular 
regarding the bakery, all re- 
garding noise: a refrigerated 
truck in use on certain holi- 
days, trash pickup taking 
place between 3 and 4 a.m., 
and early morning deliver- 
ies to the back of the store. 

“We are impacted. great- 


ly by the deliveries at 6:30 
in the morning as well as 
the dumpster,” said Rich- 
ard Keddy, a Shirley Street 
resident. “I. don’t know if 
you’ve heard a dumpster be- 


_ing emptied, but it’s loud.” 


“We just want them to 
work something that is rea- 
sonable for all of us — all 
of the neighbors. We’re not 
wanting to shut anybody 
down,” Keddy added. “We 
just want some courtesy.” 

Keddy was. one of five 
residents to raise concerns 
about the bakery; he also 
presented the board with the 
signatures of other nearby 
residents who shared similar 
concerns. 

Ernestine Montilio said 
the bakery had told the com- 
pany that handles its trash 
removal to stop emptying 
the dumpster during the 
early morning, but Keddy 
said the problem was still 


ongoing. , 
Crispo said the city could 


start fining the trash remov- 
al company for violating 
Quincy’s noise ordinance. 

“They are breaking the 
city ordinance for noise. I 
think it is time that either 
Montilio’s. finds another 
company to do the trash, or 
we start fining the company. 
I don’t think we’ll fine [the 
bakery] — you’ve obviously 
made your effort to tell them 
not to come at that time,” 
Crispo said. 

“We don’t want to hurt 
{the bakery]. because they 
are making their effort, but 
we would rather go after 
the company itself with the 
fines. I think that might re- 
solve that issue.” 

- Police Chief Paul Keen- 
an said residents should 
call police if the trash com- 
pany continues to empty the 
dumpster during the carly 
morning hours, so the re- 
ports can be documented. 
bakery to receive deliver- 


ies through. its front door, 
particularly those that ar- 
rive before 7 a.m. Ernestine 
Montilio said the bakery 
could possibly do so, but 
she could not commit to 
doing it without speaking 
to her brother George, the 
owner of the company. 

The bakery, she added, 
has operated at the same lo- 
cation for decades without 
complaints. 

““We’ve been there over 
35 years. We’ve never had a 
problem,” Montilio said. 

Crispo said she and Duca 
could visit the site to speak 
with residents and the Mon- 
‘tilio family to try and re- 
solve the matter, 

“I don’t think these peo- 
ple want to hurt you. I think 
we can all’ work together, 
but you’ve got to resolve 
a few. issues,” Crispo said. 
“We'll make some positive 
changes in the neighbor- 
hood. I think it will be om 
for everybody.”

| PEER-TO-PEER PAYMENT APPS 

With new technologies come new’ ways for scammers 
to try to steal our money. Peer-to-Peer (P2P) money’ send- 
ing apps ~ Zelle, Verimo, PayPal and the like — are popular 
ways for friends to send money back and forth. Unfortu- 
_hately, scammers are’ jysing the same technology to. receive 
payment from individuals they deceive into believing they 
owe money. These platforms have fewer consumer protec- 
tions than other forms of payment. Use caution when send- 
ing money to people you do not know and watch out if a 
stranger insists on paying you via P2P apps. 

SCAM ALERT #2: 

DOOR-TO-DOOR SCAMS 

Warm, weather brings out the door-to-door solicitations. 
Be cautious anytime a stranger comes knocking unsolicited, 
especially if the visitor is trying to sell you goods or ser- 
vices. To avoid door-to-door scams, refuse to do business 
right on the spot, Always ask for credentials and check with 
an objective third party to verify someone’s, identity, Never 
pay for services in:cash and be wary of paying upfront for 
See an hae ne eee:

Scammers can set up a Wi-Fi 
network with a name similar to the one you’re intending 
to use, hoping you’ll connect to it, or they can hijack your 
information between you and the Wi-Fi access point. Do no 
more than checking the weather or browsing sports scores;

When on 
public WiFi, use your device’s data service or install a “vir- 
tual private network” (VPN) to protect yourself while using 
public Wi-Fi.

RENTAL PROPERTY SCAMS 

Renting a home is often a big expense and an even bigger 
one when the rental is a scam;Scammers look for easy cash 
by collecting first month’s rent, deposits, and application 
and background check fees and then bolt before handing 
over the keys. Numerous versions of rental frauds abound: 
some are bait-and-switch while others will attempt to rent 
Out properties that are already leased or otherwise unavail- 
able. Leasing based on units similar to a model unit and 
putting money down on a place unseen is on the rise, and 
would-be renters are being scammed out of hundreds or 
even thousands of dollars. When renting a new place, watch 
out for scammers who ask you to sign before seeing any- 
thing or request payment via money wire, peer to peer apps 
or cash. Do your research on the property and owner read 
agreements carefully. 

SCAM ALERT #5: 

FREE TRIAL OFFER SCAMS 

Social media, TV, and other media often advertise free 
trial offers that claim to be “risk free.” However, some 
“free” trial offers end up being traps that lock consumers 
into plans that charge recurring fees. Often a free trial of- 
fer will require you to provide your credit card information 
for a nominal shipping fee. However, once you accept the 
offer and the company has your payment information, you 
may be charged for products you never intended to order. 
Read up on both the company (reviews and contact infor- 
mation) and the terms and conditions of the offer. Be sure 
to monitor your financial statements: If you see charges you 
didn’t agree to, contact the company directly to cancel fu- 
ture charges, and if that doesn’t work, contact your credit

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Weld Signs College, 
Golf Course Petitions 


Gov. William Weld has signed into law two home-rule 
petitions that will pave the way for a new system of govern- 
ment at Quincy College and construction of a golf course/ 
recreational facility at the former landfill site in West Quin- 
cy. 

Mayor James A. Sheets made the announcement after 
receiving verification from Weld’s office. The two petitions 
were passed by the city council in March and by the state 
legislature on June 21. 

Sheets said he was thrilled with the news. His home-rule 
petition for Quincy College calls for the college to be gov- 
erned by a new independent board of trustees. 

The other home-rule petition will allow the city to enter 
into a lease agreement of up to 50 years with Quarry Hills 
Associates for the construction of a golf course recreation 


~ complex to be maintained by the developers but owned by 


the city. 
PAY RAISES FOR CITY OFFICIALS APPROVED 
The City Council has approved pay raises ranging from 
2 to 14 percent for department heads and other top full-time 
city officials. 
The salary increases are the first in five years for Mayor 
Sheets and city councillors and the first significant raises

The mayor’s salary is going up 12 percent from $55.587 
to $62,500 per year while city councillors’ pay will rise 25% 
to $12,607.

Some of us run through 
life. Family, jobs, responsi- 
bilities, Everything is on fast 
forward. Others let life pass 
them by. Some content to 


sit. Others afraid to try new 


things. Putting yourself out 
there brings the possibility 
of being hurt. Vulnerable. 
And then there are those 
of us who are stuck. Life has 
brought disappointment and 
heartache. We didn’t realize 
we were making choices but 
those. choices, or non choic- 
es, led us to find ourselves 
in places we would not have 


willingly chose. Unable to. 


move forward. 

In this story we meet the 
recently retired Harold Fry. 
No hobbies. No real friends. 
A wife who has been. sleep- 
ing in the spare bedroom for 
years after one of them, he 
can’t remember which one, 
had a cold and she moved 
out of their room and just 
never returned, 

Harold receives a letter 
from a co-worker he’ hasn’t 
heard from in years. She is 
terminally ill and does not 
have much time left, howev- 
er, she wanted to say good- 
bye. Harold writes a quick 
response and sets out to mail 
the letter at the end of his 
driveway. He then decides 
he could at least walk to the 
post to mail the letter. And 
then to the next post. After 
a chance encounter and a 
brief discussion regarding 
faith he decides he will walk 
. the 627 miles and deliver 

the letter to her himself. He 
rationalizes, “As long as I 
walk, she must live”’. 

As Harold walks he re- 
flects on his life and the 
choices and non-choices he 
has made. He begins to deal 
with his childhood as the 
son of a woman who aban- 
doned him and an alcoholic 
father who turned him out 
to the street at the age of 16. 
Harold realizes that walking 
is not the easiest path to his 
friend,. Queenie, but, it was 
something he had to do. “He 
looked behind and already 
there was no trace, no sign, 


even being a son ...

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of him anywhere ... He had 
made a mess of being a hus- 
band, father, and friend and 
.. He had 
passed through life and left 
no impression. He meant 
nothing.” 

Harold begins to realize 
that life was very different 
when you walked through it. 
“Maybe you saw more land 
when you got out of the car 


and used your feet.” While 


_ walking and scavenging for 
food Harold ponders, “Once 
more, it surprised him how 
much was at his feet if only 
he had known to look”. So 
true. 

Harold reflects that it is 
not enough to stay at life’s 
sidelines. That you have to 
be part of your own story 
and that this is true for ev- 
eryone. “Harold, could no 


longer pass a stranger with- 


out acknowledging the truth 
that everyone was the sama, 
and also unique; and that 
this was the dilemma of be- 
ing human.” 

And as this story is writ- 
ten in two voices we are also 
given the viewpoint of Har- 
old’s wife, Maureen. Harold 
had called Maureen from 
the road to let her know his 
plan and tell her not to wor- 
ry. Maureen is convinced 


Harold will return as soon 
as he comes to his senses. 
When he does not return and 
she no longer has Harold at 
home every day to blame for 
her circumstances she also 
begins to reflect on their life 
together. ~ 

While looking through 
old photographs Maureen 
begins to discover the past 
may not have happened as 
she has chosen to remem- 
ber it. That she has made 
mistakes as well. The old 
familiar adage, sometimes 
you don’t realize what you 
have until it’s gone, comes 
to mind. She acknowledges 
Harold’s walk “... was never 
a race. It was the journey 
that mattered”. 

Harold and Maureen 


Fry’s journeys are separate © 


and unique. Two people, 
two lives, one love. 

This is a story about love 
and loss. Self discovery. Re- 
discovery. Forgiveness. 

“Beginnings could hap- 
pen more than once, or in 
different ways.” 

In reading this story I 
was reminded of the Christ- 
mas television special “San- 
ta Claus is Comin to Town” 
where a young Kris Kringle 
sings “Put One Foot in Front 
of the Other” and tells the 
Winter Warlock that chang- 
ing is as easy as taking your 
first step.

“Baked Sweet Potatoes 
‘With Ricotta Cheese |

If you like sweet potatoes as many of us 
do, today’s recipe for baked sweet potatoes 
is a tasty, savory version. They are made 
with ricotta cheese, a favorite of many. 


Preheat oven to.400 degrees, pierce po- 
tatoes with a fork, and bake on a baking 


sheet (parchment paper can make this easy).

Reduce oven temp to 350 degrees and 
grease a large baking sheet.

Cut potatoes in half lengthwise, scoop 
out pulp and place into a bow! leaving a thin 
shell. Set aside. 

Mash pulp with potato masher until 


smooth and add ricotta cheese, salt and 


pepper, ginger and sugar mashing until 
smooth. 

Stir in shallots, parmesan cheese. and 
Bell seasoning. 

Spoon mixture into “potato skins put 
potatoes on the prepared baking sheet ‘and 
bake about 30 minutes.

Rupture of the Achilles 
tendon is rather common in 
h¢althy, active individuals. 

The rupture is typically 
spontaneous and usually 
tends to occur in athletic 
people between ages 30 
and 50, ‘mostly i in men. The 
majority have had no previ- 
ous history of pain or prior 
f injury to the tendon. In the 
bulk of cases, rupture of 
thé Achilles tendon occurs 
2-6 cm above the insertion 
of the tendon into the heel 
bone. About 1 million ath- 
letes a year develop Achil- 
les tendon inflammation or 
rupture. 

"Ordinarily, the Achilles 
ruptures when there is a sud- 
dén, forceful movement of 
thé foot downward against, 
reSistance, such as when a

¢ MRI may be performed 
when a diagnosis of tendon 
rupture is not obvious on 
ultrasound-or a complex in- 
jury is suspected. 

Treatment . 

Surgery is the recom- 
mended treatment for the 
young, healthy and active 
individuals, and for ath- 
létes, surgery is often the 
first choice of treatment. 
The ‘Achilles tendon can be 
repaired surgically by either 
a percutaneous or open tech- 
nique. 

With the open technique, 
a surgeon makes an incision 
to allow for better visualiza- 
tion and approximation of 
the tendon. With the percu- 
taneous technique, the sur- 
geon makes several small 
skin incisions to mend the 
tendon. 

Irrespective of type of 
treatment, a short leg cast 
or postoperative boot will 
be applied on the operated 
ankle after completion of 
the procedure: 

The advantages of a sur- 
gical approach includes a 
decreased risk of re-rupture 
rate (0%-5%); the majority 
of individuals can return to 
their original sporting activ- 
ities within a short period of 
time, and most regain their 
strength '' and » endurance. 
Disadvantages’ of ‘a surgi- 
cal approach include cost, 
the néed for hospitalization,

risk for surgery and anesthe- 
sia. Nonsurgical manage- 
ment encompasses the ap- 
plication of a short leg cast 
to the injured leg, with the 
foot in a slightly downward 
flexed position, for six to 10 
weeks, with movement of 
the ankle is allowed.

Should I Claim Benefits 
Early And Invest Them?

Dear Rusty: I am 64 years old and my wife is 62. We 
both have good paying careers. Our original plan was to 
wait until we each turned 70 before drawing our Social Se- 
curity benefits. But I was talking to a friend who is a very 
successful small business owner who told me that he started 
drawing his SS benefits at age 62. He puts the funds in a 
mutual fund every month. He has “run the numbers.“ and he 
is convinced that he will come out ahead rather than waiting 
to draw at age 70.1 was shocked to hear this advice since 
I had never heard any expert advocate this option before. 
What say you, Sir? Signed: Questioning My Plan 

Dear Questioning: I, too, have “run the numbers” many 
times. Although Social Security will: Say that it makes no 
difference when you apply (they say you get the same in 
total benefits no matter which age you.claim) with average 
longevity today being in the mid-80’s (84 for men; 87 for 
women) that may not be true.

That 
means that by living longer than age 78, you will realize 
more in total cumulative lifetime Social Security benefits by 
waiting until your full retirement age to apply. Similarly, if 
you wait until age 70 to claim, you will break even (collect

The earnings limit doesn’t go away until - 
your reach your full retirement age, so when contemplating 
whether to collect benefits before your full retirement age 
you should assess the amount of benefit loss you will incur 
if your earnings exceed the earnings limit.

Quincy’s new commis- 
sioner of natural resources 
said he has spent his first 
months on the job focused 
on increasing efficiency 
within the department. 
David Murphy was ap- 
pointed to the commission- 
er’s post by Mayor Thomas 
Koch in February, . after 
the City Council approved 
merging the Park and Rec- 
~ reation Departments into the 
new Department of Natural 
Resources. Hes 
Murphy, who turns 48 on 
July 20, had spent the pre- 
vious decade as the town 
manager in Randolph.. He 
had formerly worked for the 


Quincy Park Department as _ 


a program manager while 
_. Koch was the department’s 
, director. Murphy then 
moved to City Hall as the 
director of operations under 
~ then Mayor William Phelan. 

Murphy had also served 
in recent years as the presi- 
dent of the non-profit Quin- 
cy Parks Conservancy. 

The Department of Natu- 
ral Resources is overseeing 
a number of projects across 
Quincy’s 52° city-owned 
- parks and playgrounds, 10 
municipal beaches and six 
cemeteries. Among the proj- 
ects are those included in a 
$27 million bond approved 
by the City Council in May

it was important he start out 
his new job by ensuring the 
parks would be properly 
maintained once all the con- 
struction is complete. 

“If we build it and don’t 
maintain it, what good was 
building it to begin with?” 
Murphy said in a recent in- 
terview. “I’ve really, gotten 
into the systems and pro- 
cesses and really kind of 
the wonky government side 
of things about how we can 
improve our efficiency as a 
department. I’ve spent more 
time there than I thought I 
probably would have need- 
ed, but, again, if we’re not 
cutting the grass, if we’re

no one cares what we’re 
building.” 

“We've spent quite a 
bit of time putting some 
new systems in place down 
there, cutting schedules, 
cutting sheets, dividing the 
work, I think, more appro- 
priately to make sure we can 
keep up with it,’ Murphy 
added. “We’ve got GPS in 
all of our vehicles now, so 
we know the proper routes, 
so the trash truck isn’t go- 
ing from Houghs Neck, to 
Squantum and Montclair 
and bouncing around. We 
also know what they’re do- 
ing during the course of the 
day, making sure they are 
working efficiently, which, 
you know, in government 
for some reason seems inno- 
vative, but private industry 
has been using it for many, 
many years. 

“Essentially, I find peo- 
ple that have ‘success in 
government apply common 
sense. Really, that’s what it 
comes down to. What is the 
best way to do things, how 
can we do this, what does 
my department need to do 
the best job possible to sup- 
port them but hold them ac- 
countable at the same time? 
As simple as that sounds,

biggest areas for improve- 
ment early on — spending 
quite a bit of time under the 
hood of.the operational as- 
pects of the department to 
figure out how we can serve 
the public better.

If we 
don’t cut the grass at Snug 
Harbor School, I’m not do- 
ing my job.

People want to 
know that their voices are 
heard”

day Murphy was appointed 
natural resources Commis- 
sioner. Hanley had worked 
as the assistant recreation 
director under long-time de- 
partment head Barry Welch, 
who retired from his job 
Feb. 1. 

“Michelle Hanly is a 
pro,” Murphy said. “She’s 
excellent. As much as I miss 
Barry, he is still around do- 
ing special events and the 
parades. He’s a great re- 
source — institutional knowl- 
edge — to have around. But 
Michelle, she’s excellent. 
The recreation side is run- 
ning very well. She’s got 
some ideas for new camps 
and new programming that 
she’s bringing in.”

A Quincy native who 


spent the past 28 years in the 
Marine Corps — six years of 
active duty and 22 years as 
a reservist — recently retired 
during a ceremony held 
aboard the USS Constitu- 
tion. 

The ceremony recogniz- 
ing the career of Lt. Col. 
Robert James Callahan, 
who served in Afghanistan 
and Iraq, and also worked 
as a liaison to FEMA to 
provide disaster relief, was

held aboard Old Ironsides 
on June 1. 

“Tt was an absolute privi- 
lege to serve,” Callahan, 
who now resides in New 
Hampshire, said in a re- 
cent interview. “People say 
‘thank you for your service’ 
all the time, but I consider 
it a blessing to have had 
the opportunity to serve our 
great country. 

“Wherever I went, I was 
proud to tell people I was 
from Quincy and Houghs 
Neck.”

Callahan, age 50, grew 
up in Houghs Neck and 
graduated from Boston Col- 
lege High School in 1987. 
He then attended the US. 
Naval Academy in Annapo- 
lis, from which he graduated 
in 1991, before joining the 
Marine Corps. 

Callahan said he wanted 
to serve in the Marine Corps 
from a young age, because 
his father, Ed, a Navy veter- 
an, held the Marines in such 
high esteem. 

“From a young age, I was 
inspired by my dad who was 
in the Navy but had a very 
high opinion of the Ma- 
rines,” Callahan said. 

Callahan’s first assign- 
ment after graduating from 
the Naval Academy was as 
an artillery officer stationed 
in North Carolina. During 
that time, he also served 
aboard U.S. Navy ships op- 
erating in the Mediterranean 
Sea. 

While on active duty, 


Callahan also served as re- 
cruiting officer in San Fran- 
CISCO. 

As a reservist, Callahan 
was first assigned to an in- 
fantry regiment based out of 
Cape Cod. 

From 2003 to 2004, 
he served in Afghanistan, 
where he was in charge of 
an aviation support unit; 
Callahan’s job was to ensure 
forward operating bases 
near the Pakistani border 
had proper supplies and am- 
munition for their helicop- 
ters. 

Callahan then served in 
Iraq from 2004 to 2005 as 
a communications officer_to 
the officer in charge of an 


engineering company at a 


forward operating base near 
the Syrian border. 

Upon his return home, 
Callahan was assigned to 
recruiting duty throughout 
New England. He then spent 
the past five-and-a-half 
years a liaison to FEMA, 
responsible for coordinat- 
ing disaster relief efforts 
between local and federal 
officials. In 2017, Callahan 
was sent to Texas in the af- 
termath of Hurricane Har- 


vey and then Florida in the 


wake of Hurricane Irma; he 
spent about a month away 
from home while providing 
relief to those impacted by 
the major huiricanes. — 


Callahan said he re- 
tired last month because he 
reached the mandatory re- 
tirement age for lieutenant 
colonels, who are allowed 
to serve for 28 years in the 
Marine Corps. 

“I would stay on if I 
could,” he said. 

Callahan looks forward 
to having his weekends free 


_but said he would miss his 


fellow Marines. 

“I will miss the other 
Marines. I look forward to 
having my weekends off, 
but I will miss them,” he 
said. “They are some-treally 


-incredible people and I will 


miss spending time with 
them.”

in and doing something. I 
Just mean what are the best 
future uses for that space. 
Right now, it’s a bit of an at- 
tractive nuisance.” 

Signage telling visitors 
about Ruth Gordon could 
be included as part of the 
plan. The Quincy-born ac- 
tress for whom the amphi- 
theater was named won the 
Academy Award for Best 
Supporting Actress for her 
role in “Rosemary’s Baby” 
and was featured in a pair 
of Clint Eastwood films, in- 
cluding “Every Which Way 
but Loose.” 

“It’s very easy having 
lived here my whole life 
to take things for granted. 
I know who Ruth Gordon 
was, but there is a whole 
new generation of people 
in these parks who would 
have no idea,” Murphy said. 
“They never saw ‘Every 
Which Way but Loose’ or 
any of those other movies.” 

At 57 acres, Faxon Park 


is the second largest park’ 


in the city. Its amenities in- 
clude two baseball fields 
and a softball field. Those 
fields are little used, Mur- 
phy said, given the decline 
in baseball permits the city 
has issued over the past de- 
cade, and two of them could 
be removed in favor of a 
new picnic area. 


“For years, Faxon Park 
was a very popular picnic 
destination,” he said. “There 
were some great events up at 
Faxon Park back in the day, 
and that has really waned. 
The picnic pavilion up there 
is not in a good location. It’s 
isolated. The dog walkers 
use it up there — it’s more 
used for that than anything 
else — and then the night 
softball will park up there. 

“The mayor has asked 
our team to take a look at a 
potential way to bring back 
Faxon as a picnic destina- 
tion. There were two Little 
League fields that were built 
closer to the road — there 
are three fields in total, the 
men’s softball field and 
the two Little League dia- 
monds. With the decline in 
baseball — the baseball per- 
mit numbers are way, way, 
way down over the course of 
the last 10, 15 years — some 
of these fields are seldom, if 
ever, in use. 

“The mayor is taking a 
look at maybe keeping one 
of those fields and taking 
a look at other uses in that 
area.” 

Faxon Park, Murphy 
added, is unique among the 
city’s parks because of its 
isolated feel. 

“Tt is a unique place. You 
feel like you’re in the woods 
at Faxon, which you don’t

get even at Merrymount 
Park. Those facilities are 
adjacent to the woods, but 
you don’t feel like you’re 
in an isolated area like you 
would be at summer camp 
or up in New Hampshire or 
something like that,” Mur- 
phy said. 

“Faxon still has a lot of 
those elements in the right 


places that if you had a nice 
picnic pavilion with maybe 
a restroom building you 
could restore some of that 
and take the pressure off of 
Pageant. Pageant is rented 
every Saturday and Sunday 
from May through late Sep- 
tember.” 

The $27 million park 
bond also set aside $500,000

Murphy said the recre- 
ation division is expanding

schoolers this summer. 

“The mayor has_ been 
very supportive about doing 
more programming in that 

middle school age group. 
The Prevention First Fri- 
days that they ran at Cen- 
tral, we’re expanding the 
program with the mayor’s 
support to a summer-long 
program because for a kid 
in the summer every night is 
Friday night,” Murphy said. 

“We're expanding that 
program dramatically to 
make sure that that vulner- 
able population — middle 
school, right when they start 
to make choices about what 
they are going to do at night

has been a big addition on 
the rec. side.” ‘ 

The City Council ap- 
proved the hiring of a new 
environmental scientist as 
part the new municipal bud- 
get.

“What he’s after there 
is actually really assessing 
the quality and condition 
of Sailors Pond, Butlers 
Pond, Blacks Creek and 
Furnace Brook and Wollas- 
ton Beach,” Murphy said.

ronmental assets are main- 
tained to the proper level.” 

Koch also wants to see 
how those  environmen- 
tal assets can be leveraged 
to protect neighborhoods 
from the effects of climate 
change, Murphy said. 

“As we deal with the 
changing climate and some 
additional storms and more 
severe storms, how do we 
leverage some of those as- 
sets to protect some the 
quality of life in some of 
those neighborhoods too,” 
Murphy said. 

“Thet was one of the 
most interesting parts of this 
job when he pitched it...I 
said that’s pretty unique. I 
don’t know that making sure 
we cut the grass better... was 
really kind of the drive to 
get me back here. 

“When we talked about 
having a different view on 
what this job can do, that 
interested me. That’s pro- 
tecting the city. It’s talking 
about thinking differently 
about the next 50 years, 100 
years, and how we lever- 
age some. of those assets. 
The DPW and Engineering, 
there are multiple depart- 
ments involved in it. It’s not 
going to be me sitting in a 
basement somewhere fig-

uring out how to save the 
world, but it is exciting and 
interesting.” 

One initiative Murphy 
said he would make a push 
for is the installation of re- 
cycling barrels at city parks. 

“One of the areas that we 
need to take a close look at 
is how we roll-out a recy- 
cling program in our parks. 
We have trash barrels in 
there, but there are only a 
few that actually have recy- 
cling barrels,” he said. 

“When you're in the 
parks, you'll see people 
with Gatorade bottles and 
water bottles. It’s almost ex- 
clusively plastic bottles. I do 
think we can do a better job 
in leading by example on 


-recycling by putting some 


strategic recycling opportu- 
nities in the parks that don’t 
exist now. I think that’s 


some low-hanging fruit.” 
Murphy.said he supports 
a proposed ordinance — in- 
troduced by Koch and Ward 
4 Brian Palmucci — that 
would ban retailers from us- 
ing single-use plastic bags. 
“Tt do think it makes 
sense,” Murphy said. “If 
you take a look at that is- 
sue from.a variety of view- 
points, other than the con- 
venience of walking out of 
the store, there isn’t a lot of 
value to it. If you talk about 
the long-term environmen- 
tal impact, getting into the 
brooks and the streams and 
the creeks and the oceans 
and everything else like 
that, it’s a pain in the neck. 
If you talk to the folks work- 


ing in the recycling plants — 


and what it’s doing to our 


-trash costs, because people 


think that because it is plas- 


tic it is recyclable, and they 
put it in with their recycling 
and it shuts the plants down 
six times a day. 

“These plastic bags are 
a real nuisance and they are 
bad long term for the envi- 
ronment. I know they offer 
some convenience value 
and I can certainly appreci- 
ate that, but I do think from 
a long-term standpoint it 
is something we should be 
looking at.” 

“T can’t tell you how 
much time we spend pulling 
them out of trees,’ Murphy 
added. “You'll see these all 
around the city. They are a 
nuisance.” 

Murphy’s name has been 
mentioned in political cir- 


cles as a possible candidate 


to run for mayor in 2023, 
but he dismissed the idea of 
running for office. 


“I prefer government to 
politics. I really don’t want 
to be seen that way. I don’t 
need a councillor who wants 
to be. mayor saying, ‘he’s a 
potential threat’ and then 
messing with me for no rea- 
son. I don’t want my boss 
thinking I’m waiting for his 
demise so I can take his job. 
It’s really a losing issue for 
me all around and ironically 
one that I’m not interested 
in,” Murphy said. 

“Tf this were really in my 
heart...that would be one 
thing, but it would take a 
significant change of heart.” 

“TJ would never do it out 
of interest, only obligation, 
but again, I’m far more in- 
terested in government than 
in politics,” Murphy added. 
“Even being town manager, 
I didn’t run for office. I was 
appointed by the council.”

The service, free to coun- 
ty homeowners, is offered 
_by the Registry of Deeds 
to protect Norfolk County 
property owners against 
property fraud. 

“Many jurisdictions 
across the country have re- 
ported unscrupulous §indi- 
viduals recording fraudulent 
land documents making it 
appear they own another 
person’s home or property,” 


' O’Donnell said: “The Feéd- 


eral Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, (F.BI.) has made note 
of this development and 
assigned resources to com- 
bat property deed/mortgage 
fraud. Fortunately, we have 
not seen this type of crime 
take place in Norfolk Coun- 
ty. 

“By offering the Con- 
sumer Notification Service, 
our intent is not to alarm 
county property owners but 
to make sure my office is 
out front vigorously protect- 
ing consumers.” 


Any owner of real prop- 


erty in the 28 communities 
comprising Norfolk County 
can join the more than 1,000 
homeowners already utiliz- 
ing the service by signing 
up for the Consumer Notifi- 
cation Service free of charge 
by doing the following: Go 
to the Registry’s website 
www .norfolkdeeds org and

If a subscriber 
believes a fraudulent land 
record has been recorded 
against their property, they 
should- then immediately 
contact the Norfolk County 
_ Registry of Deeds Spates

Surfer Girl --- Surfing is 
a popular worldwide sport 
today, but when did it start 
and what is collected? Peo- 
ple have been swimming 
and bodysurfing by riding 
the waves since ancient 
times. But it was the Poly- 
nesians who started riding 
the waves on a board long 
before the Europeans dis- 
covered the sport during the 
first voyage of James Cook 
to Tahiti in 1769. Their 
chief was the best at the 
sport with the best board 
and beaches. The surfing 
skill gave him added pres- 
tige. Ancient Hawaiians, 
Samoans, Tongans and 
other islanders also used 
boards to surf partially as 
an art and religious activity. 
Modern-day surfing started 
with the American tourist 
who wanted to learn the 
Hawaiian natives sport in 
the mid-1860s. Some were 
successful, and in 1908, a 
club was formed. In 1885, 
three Hawaiian princes yis- 
ited Santa Cruz, California, 
and surfed. And in 1907, an 
expert was brought to Cali- 
fornia to promote the sport. 
It spread to North Carolina, 
then Florida, then any good 
American beach with prop- 
er waves, but it didn’t be- 
come a fad until the movie 
“Gidget” in 1959.

Credit Card Help Scams: 

Offers for help come via emails, mail and telephone 
calls (mostly recorded calls. with directions to select “1” 
to speak to a live operator). Companies that make prom- 
ises of instant help but at a price are often a scam. The 
FTC recently charged a company called Grand Teton for 
tricking people out of hundreds — even thousands — of 
dollars for credit repair services. The company promised 
to boost credit scores by removing all negative items 
from customers’ credit reports and also boost scores by 
adding the customer as an authorized user on other peo- 
ple’s credit cards. 

Victims didn’t see a significant change in their credit . 
scores, despite paying hefty (and illegal) up-front fees. To 
make matters worse, if the victims complainéd or tried to 
get their money back from their bank, Grand Teton al- 
legedly threatened to slap them with lawsuits. When it - 
comes to credit repair, there’s rarely an instant fix. 

To clean up your credit and protect yourself from 
credit scams, first get a free copy of your credit report 
and examine it closely: Look for accounts that you do 
not recognize. Contact the credit bureau and the business 
that reported the information if there is a concern. They 
must delete inaccurate or incomplete information and it 
is at no cost to you. 

A key point — you can do this yourself. You don’t 
need to hire an attorney or an agency. This may take 


_some time but by paying your bills on time, paying off 


debt and not creating new debt, you can rebuild your 
credit status. : 

If you believe that you need help, seek out a legiti- 
mate credit counseling program. Qualified credit coun- 
selors will review your overall financial situation before 
they make a plan. A promise to fix all your problems or 
ask you to pay in advance should be a warning that this 
particular counselor is questionable.
